OW, AFTER the assassination 

of a JOA paper in Miami, and 

after the way our local JOA ~ 
papers handled reports flowing out of 
their newsrooms about a $500 million 
Ex offer to buy and then kill the 
Chron, we suddenly know a lot 
more about how government-licensed 
journalism operates in the country’s 
most progressive city. 

First, the Ex/Chron continued its 
long, post-1965 merger tradition of 
blacking out JOA stories, thus giving 
the new reports more credence and 
viability and signaling the papers’ 
long-range intentions. Second, except 
for San Francisco: The Magazine and 
the Bay Guardian, no other media in 
town, to our knowledge, covered the 
story, demonstrating once again how 
slavishly they follow the Ex/Chron 
editorial line even on such a hot and 
profoundly important local story as 
this one. 

The news blackout illustrates the 
local news problem on many fronts: 
The Ex and Chron, whose progressive 
news and editorial policies are 
symbolized by their joint endorse- 
ment of Bush for president, sets a 
dreadful, non-competitive, con- 
servative agenda that most of the 
local media obediently follow. 

But, it will get only worse, 
immediately, and for the duration, 
with only Hearst or the Chronicle in a 
one-newspaper town, with only one 
editorial page and one City Hall staff 
and one political crew and one Herb 
Caen (or Rob Morse) and one token 
“‘liberal’’ columnist and one 
environmental writer and one 
reporter on the many critical beats the 
Ex/Chron now neglects so terribly. 

Let us make no mistake about it, 
the JOA experience in St. Louis and 
Miami, where the Billionaire Crybaby 
Publishers skedaddled out of town 
with millions under cover of a JOA 
license, leaving behind one-newspaper 
cities, foreshadows the billion-dollar 
dynamics of JOA journalism for 
San Francisco. 

The Crybabies did not lobby 
through the Newspaper Preservation 
Act to save competing papers, but to 
protect retroactively their profits and 
investments, which were threatened 
by a U.S. Supreme Court decision 
saying the papers were in violation of 
the Sherman and Clayton antitrust 
acts. They are now fully exposed, 
once again, as not wishing to keep 
““competing”’ papers, but to use a 
government license to kill papers and 
to pile up one-newspaper monopoly 
billions. If they aren’t moving toward 
a one-paper town, let them say so, 
decisively, publicly, unequivocally. 
Let them tell the public they’re ready 
to compete, inside or outside the JOA. 

In the meantime, whether they say 
so or not, the battle is joined. Before 
there’s any more talk of a buy-out/ 
assassination by either party, there 
must be full JOA disclosure and 
public hearings in San Francisco at 
the scene of the crime. Flash the word 
to the Justice Department, the holder 
of the government license on this 
runaway ‘“‘public utility.’’

The Presidio, Rest in Peace 


N OCT. 11, 1988, the San Francisco Chronicle 

leditorialized in favor of the then-unannounced 

findings of the Base Realignment and Clo- 
sures Commission. The morning daily noted that 
local opposition to individual closures made any 
piecemeal reorganization of the military basing 
system nearly impossible. ‘‘But at a time when pen- 
ny-pinching is of the the utmost importance, it sim- 
ply doesn’t make sense to maintain military bases 
which have outlived their military justification,”’ 
the editorial said. It went on to call the work of the 
politically insulated commission ‘‘a triumph of na- 
tional interest over provincial greed.’’ 

But on Dec. 29th, when the commission released 
its recommendations, provincial greed was once 
again triumphant. The next day, a Chronicle ed- 
itorial called ‘‘flawed’’ the decision to forestall 
homeporting the USS Missouri at Hunters Point. 
The Examiner, in a Jan. 3rd editorial, also opposed 
the commission’s recommendations. 

The Chronicle editors were not the only ones 
guilty of flip-flopping. San Francisco Represen- 
tatives Barbara Boxer and Nancy Pelosi, both self- 
professed proponents of trimming the bloated 
Pentagon budget, immediately began whining loud- 
ly — on the basis of a superficial, overnight analysis 
— about plans to close the Presidio. (The base 
would become part of the Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area, which can be expected to do a 
better job of preserving the tranquil, relatively un- 
developed spot than the Army.) The con- 
gresswomen’s ally in this effort is liberal Mayor Art 
Agnos. Sadly, Boxer, Pelosi, Agnos and the 
Ex/Chron are missing the point entirely. 

As the Oct. 11th Chronicle editorial noted, 
“Pentagon studies show. . .that local economies 
can enjoy substantial benefits if surplus bases are 
converted’’ to other uses. San Francisco has its 
own examples of how this process works. For the 
past several years, Hunters Point, with a minimal 
Navy presence on the base, has sheltered 115 busi- 
nesses and provided approximately 1,000 civilian 
jobs. By comparision, the Base Closure Commis- 


sion estimates that as a homeport for the Missouri 
and its escort ships, the base would provide 91 
civilian jobs. 

Another example is Fort Mason, which the mili- 
tary turned over to the GGNRA in 1968. The lower, 
eastern part of the fort became Fort Mason Center 
in 1976, and now generates approximately $28 
million annually. Between 1,000 and 2,000 Bay Area 
residents currently receive some form of income 
from the center and its resident organizations. 

It is an economic truism that social spending 
generates far more jobs and social benefits, dollar 
for dollar, than military spending. But the military, 
to secure widespread support, has long pushed mil- 
itary payrolls as quick financial fixes for struggling 
local economies. (In fact, pork-barreling, as the 
tactic is called, was almost certainly a major 
motivation behind the Navy strategy to bring the 
Missouri to San Francisco.) Military spending be- 
comes an addictive drug. Take it away, and the 
local community is bound to go through with- 
drawal, but in the end, it will be healthier for hav- 
ing done so. 

Rather than complaining about the Presidio and 
Hunters Point cuts, and jeopardizing a base 
closure package expected to save taxpayers $693 
million a year, our local newspapers, mayor and 
congressional representatives should be looking 
for ways to ease the withdrawal. If Boxer, Pelosi 
and Agnos are merely making a fuss to win conces- 
sions from Congress, they might do better by put- 
ting together a clear analysis of the cost of conver- 
ting the base to environmentally sound civilian 
uses, then taking that package to Congress. 

It will take an incredible amount of work to en- 
sure that the scenic and historic Presidio is used ina 
manner that is both beneficial to the city economy 
and consistent with the purpose of the GGNRA. 
Agnos, Boxer, Pelosi and the Ex/Chron should 
use their considerable resources to speed the 
planning process along, and abandon this futile 
and petty squabbling over the commission’s 
recommendations. 


Fish and Game: A new agenda 


to keep hunters from killing bighorn sheep in 

the East Mojave Desert (see story, page 11), 
there was a third team of players on the field — 
employees of the California Department of Fish 
and Game. It is Fish and Game that is charged with 
managing the bighorn herds, it was Fish and Game 
that authorized the ill-advised hunt of these rare 
animals and it will be Fish and Game that will be 
responsible for enforcing laws against interfering 
with hunts when they go into effect this month. 

The department is charged with managing the 
fish and wildlife of California for all residents of 
this state, but traditionally, it has been the tool of a 
very powerful special interest group — the hunters 
and fishers that the department euphemistically 
calls ‘‘consumptive users.” 

For decades, the department was known to in- 
siders as the Fish and Hunt Club. Most of its staf- 
fers were men who had gone hunting and fishing 
with their fathers and saw department employment 
as a way to get paid for being out in the woods. The 
department was funded from hunting and fishing 
licenses and fees and from special taxes on rifles, 
bullets and other sporting goods. 

Times are changing, new people are coming into 
the wildlife management field with a fresh concern 
for animals and a stronger understanding of en- 
vironmentalism and deep ecology, but problems 
remain. Just in the past few years, department 
leaders has been caught cutting back-room deals 
with conservative state Senator H.L. ‘‘Six Gun’’ 
Richardson (R-Glendora), and at the same time, 
staffers have been complaining that their sugges- 
tions are ignored. 

All five members of the Fish and Game Commis- 


| AST MONTH, when environmentalists tried 


sion hunt or fish — most do both. And the depart- 
ment’s continued insistence on a mountain lion 
trophy hunt is a clear indication that department 
leaders, with their own agendas and conflicts of in- 
terest, still see Fish and Game as a service organization 
for people who think completely needless killing of 
majestic, defenseless animals constitutes a sport. 

As hunting continues to become less popular, 
the department must find betters ways to serve the 
other’ residents of the state — and the animals 
themselves. The Jan. 4th announcement that it will 
now charge fees for ‘‘non-consumptive users’’— 
backpackers and bird watchers — at state wildlife 
areas is a step in the right direction. The depart- 
ment must continue to look for other sources of 
revenue, including the general fund. 

A significant, albeit symbolic, move would be to 
rename the department. Animals are not simply 
“‘game.’’ One possibility would be the Department 
of Wildlife Conservation. 

This governor or the next must appoint commis- 
sioners and top administrators with experience in 
wildlife management — not just sporting goods store 
owners like the outgoing commission president. 
He or she must choose people with interests in 
preservation, deep ecology and environmental 
restoration. People who are willing to look at radi- 
cal solutions to management problems — like the 
reintroduction of wolves, grizzly bears and other 
predators. People who understand that wildlife 
has intrinsic worth and rights, that animals are 
more than just trophies that haven’t been skinned 
out yet. People who realize we we have a lot to 
learn about sharing this planet with other species. 
As one hunt saboteur put it, ‘‘It ain’t ours. We’re 
part of it.’” 
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Mission Bay rebuttal 
I am responding to the recent editorial called 
‘*A real alternative for Mission Bay’’ (see Bay 
Guardian, 11/23/88). The author has distorted 
several points about the planning process that has 
surrounded the Mission Bay project. First, the 
original I.M. Pei proposal called for 18 million 
square feet of office space, no affordable housing and 
substantially fewer housing units than the present 
proposal. The current proposal by the developer 
has been greatly scaled down and is much more 
realistic, both in terms of demand for office space 
and in terms of its impacts. Second, the San Fran- 
cisco Department of City Planning staff received 
the American Planning Association’s award of 
the year for the community participation pro- 
gram of the Mission Bay project. Obviously, 
planning professionals around the country felt 
that the planning process of Mission Bay included 
the community’s concerns. Third, Alternative B 
of the Mission Bay EIR was designed to encom- 
pass the proposals of the many community 
groups that had ideas for the project or formal 
proposals. The city met with the various commu- 
nity groups and fashioned Alternative B after 
their concerns, i.e., more housing (10,000 units), 
open space and wetlands and less office space. 
The fact that after this planning process took place, 
yet another group has come up with a ‘‘citizens alter- 
native’’ does not mean that the city and the planning 
department have ignored community interests and 
concems. Aside from the award and the EIR alter- 
native, the very fact that the City Planning Com- 
mission rejected the original plan and forced 
(then) Southern Pacific back to the drawing 
board demonstrated that the city is interested in 
what’s best for San Francisco and not what’s best 
for the developer per se (as the editorial states). 
The editorial staff of the Bay Guardian has 
long followed the planning process of Mission 
Bay and is well aware of the above facts. This edi- 
torial attempts to distort the history of the proj- 
ect’s planning process in order to make a splash or 
stir up more hostility about Mission Bay. I have 
always looked to the Bay Guardian for honest 
and candid reporting. But in this case, 1 am disap- 
pointed that the staff is stooping to the tactics I 
expect from the Chronicle and Examiner.

Responsible shopping: |t can 
be pretty difficult these days 
for conscientious shoppers to 
remember who's naughty and 
who's nice. Boycotts come 
and go like the Chicago Bears’ 
playoff hopes, and some of the 
nastiest corporations spend 
millions of dollars trying to 
convince us they're the good 
guys. But now there's a handy 
dandy little guide book for 
politically correct shoppers. 
The Council on Economic 
Priorities has used its 1987 
book, Rating America’s Cor- 
porate Conscience, as the 
basis for a new publication, 
Shopping for a Better World: A 
Quick and Easy Guide to So- 
cially Responsible Shopping. 

The pocket-sized book 
ranks 138 companies and ap- 
proximately 1,300 brand 
names on the basis of ten 
social criteria: women’s ad- 
vancement, minority advance- 
ment, protecting the environ- 
ment, ties to South Africa, 
charitable giving, community 
outreach, nuclear power, 
animal testing, military 
contracts and social dis- 
closure (what, no category for 
labor relations?). Shell Oil Co., 
for example, gives more than 
1 percent ofits earnings to 
charity and has a good record 
on minority advancement, but 
has strong ties to South Africa 
and a horrible record on 
environmental matters. 

Because the booklet covers 
so many brands, the listings 
are in a complicated chart that 
is sometimes hard to read. 
And some of the rankings 
should be taken with a grain of 
salt. Campbell Soup Co., for 
example, meets eight of the 
ten criteria with high marks, 
but informed consumers may 
remember the Campbell boy- 
cott called a few years back 
because of that company’s 
terrible treatment of farm 
laborers who picked its 
tomatoes. 

The shopping guides are 
available for $4.95 plus $1 for 
handling, and come free with 
a $25 membership to CEP. 
Bulk discounts are also 
available.

Small business help:

THE BIG JOA 
QUESTION: 


WHICH PAPER IS 
DESTINED TO DIE? 


TRUE TO joint operating agreement 
form, the Examiner and Chronicle have 
continued to black out a rumor from their 
own newsrooms that the Examiner has 
offered to buy the Chronicle to shut it 
down, but news is still crackling on the 
local JOA front. Consider: 

®@ An expert on joint operating 
agreements has told the Bay Guardian that 
the reports ‘‘make perfect sense”’ 
financially and that the Examiner will 
eventually fail unless its owner, Hearst 
Corp., takes dramatic action. 

@ An expert on the Newspaper 
Preservation Act told the Bay Guardian 
that if Hearst buys the Chronicle, it would 
have to shut down the Examiner, not the 
Chronicle. 

@ The editor of the San Francisco 
Independent, Ted Fang, is considering 
taking the Ex/Chron to court to stop what 
Fang calls unfair predatory pricing 
practices. 

The Bay Guardian first reported Jan. 
4th that rumors that the Examiner had 
offered $500 million to Chronicle owners 
in an effort to purchase — and shut down 
— the morning daily had swept the news- ‘ 
rooms of both newspapers (see ‘‘SF: 
Toward a one-newspaper town?’’ Bay 
Guardian, 1/4/88). The first published 
account of the rumor appeared in the 
“Tremors”’ column of San Francisco: The 
Magazine. Editor Warren Sharpe, who 
wrote the item, would not disclose his 
source, but said his source had heard the 
report directly from Examiner Executive 
Editor Larry Kramer. Sharpe said he con- 
sidered the source credible and reliable. 

Kramer told the Bay Guardian, ‘‘I don’t 
know whether anybody from either side 
has actually made a proposal, but I think 
it’s quite feasible.”’ 

The rumor was so strong that it even 
reached the Sacramento Bee, which pub- 
lished a small item on the report in its Jan. 
4th business section. The Wall Street 
Journal is also looking into the matter for 
a possible story. 

As the Bay Guardian was going to press 
with its report, Phelps Dewey, assistant to 
Chronicle publisher Richard Thieriot, 
called to say the rumors were ‘‘hogwash.”’ 

Despite the denials, however, the idea 
that the Examiner would seek to buy out 
the Chronicle seems completely plausible, 
according to some experts. Robert Picard, 
a journalism professor at Emory 
University and an expert on joint 
operating agreements, told the Bay 
Guardian he was not surprised by the 
reports. The circulation of the Examiner 
has dropped so significantly compared to 
the Chronicle, he said, that when the JOA 
comes up for renewal in 1995, the two 
papers may choose to close the Examiner, 
or the Chronicle may choose not to renew 
and just let the Examiner fail. 

Facing similar conditions in Miami, the 
JOA partners, Knight-Ridder and Cox 
Newspapers, agreed to close down Cox’s 
Miami News. Under amendments to the 
JOA, Cox will continue to receive a share of 
Knight-Ridder’s profits from the surviving

that while Cox might have been willing to 
leave Miami, the Hearst family, which 
owns the Examiner, has strong ties to San 
Francisco and may not leave so readily. 

Unless Hearst makes a bold move, 
Picard said, the family’s flagship paper, 
the Examiner, is certain to die. “‘If the 
rumor is true, it certainly makes a lot of 
sense, given the Hearst family pride, 
family interest and family history, that 
they would try to buy out the Chron.” 

But if Hearst Corp. does buy the 
Chron, William Randolph Hearst’s 
favorite paper may not be the survivor. 
University of California at Berkeley law 
professor Stephen Barnett, an expert on the 
1970. Newspaper Preservation Act, which 
exempts JOA newspapers from antitrust 
laws, told the Bay Guardian that if the 
Examiner purchased the Chronicle, the two 
papers would lose their protection under 
the NPA. Under the Sherman and Clayton 
antitrust acts, he said, it would be illegal for 
the weaker Examiner to purchase the 
stronger Chronicle to shut it down. 

“Tax as the Justice Department may be, 
Hearst would not be allowed to buy the 
Chronicle while still publishing the 
Examiner,”’ he said. 

Barnett said Hearst Corp. would have to 
close down the Examiner and operate the 
Chronicle if it wanted to stay in San 
Francisco. He added that, because of 
Newspaper Guild and other union 
contracts, the paper would have to 
continue publishing with the Chronicle 
staff, even if the name was changed back 
to the Examiner. ‘‘The paper would be 
owned by Hearst and managed by Hearst, 
but presumably, the Chronicle staff would 
survive and the Examiner staff would go 
off into the wilderness.’’ 

Picard said he knew of no other way for 
Hearst to continue publishing in San 
Francisco in the long run without losing 
large amounts of money. The NPA, he 
said, was designed to protect newspaper 
owners who wanted to use JOAs to get their 
investments out of communities before 
their newspapers failed, not to ensure the 
long-term survival of independent editorial 
voices. ‘‘Many of us have predicted six to 
eight deaths in the next 12 to 15 years, and 
San Francisco is big on the list,’’ he said. 

Picard said the knowledge of impending 
death may be driving newspapers with 
JOAs to try more aggressive marketing 
techniques to maximize profits during the 
final years of operation. ‘‘When you’re 
sitting there knowing that you’re going to 
be dead in six years, what do you do?”’ he 
asked rhetorically. ‘““You start trying to 
pull in all the profits that you can.’’ 

That type of attitude would help to 
account for some aggressive marketing 
practices adopted recently by the San 
Francisco Newspaper Agency, the unified 
business arm of the Examiner and 
Chronicle, Picard said. 

The agency is reportedly planning to 
mail a “total market coverage’’ package 
to 350,000 households somewhere in the 
Bay Area (see ‘‘A new front in the 
Ex/Chron assault on competition,’’ Bay 
Guardian, 1/4/89). The TMC strategy is 
aimed at locking up chain store and 
department store ads at the expense of 
smaller local or suburban newspapers 
with better market penetration. Picard 
said it is extremely questionable whether 
JOAs may engage in TMC mailings under 
the Newspaper Preservation Act? 

In another aggressive marketing move, 
the Newspaper Agency has been offering 
discount rates and yearly contracts to 
advertisers in the Independent, which 
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— Robert Picard, Emory University journalism professor 





expanded its circulation to try to fill the 
void left by the shut-down Progress (see 
“Dailies attack Independent with cut-rate 
ads,’’ Bay Guardian, 12/28/88). 

On Jan. 4th, San Francisco attorney 
Jeremiah Hallisey sent a letter to the 
agency’s president, Robert M. 
McCormick, on behalf of the Independ- 
ent, that accused the agency of predatory 
pricing. ‘‘We are outraged at your most 
recent efforts to monopolize the San 
Francisco newspaper industry and 
eliminate San Francisco’s only minority- 
owned city newspaper,”’ Hallisey wrote. 

His charges were very specific: ‘‘Your 
rate card indicates that a full-page ad is 
charged at . . . $5,755.98. Your salesmen 
have been offering below-cost rates of 
. . . $2,500.’’ Below-cost pricing, he 
wrote, violates the Sherman Antitrust Act 
and the California Business and 
Professional Code. 

In a reply letter the following day, 
Robert Pringle, a member of the San 
Francisco firm of Thelen, Marrin, 
Johnson & Bridges, which represents the 
Newspaper Agency, denied any wrong- 
doing. ‘‘[T]he Agency does not ignore 
existing law, antitrust or otherwise, in 
undertaking its business decisions, 
including specifically determining the 
nature and character of its advertising 
rates,’’ Pringle wrote. ‘‘The very premise 
of your complaint . . . is mistaken. In 
fact, the ‘rates’ which you refer to are 
indeed profitable offerings both in the 
short and long term.”’ 

Hallisey, however, told the Bay Guard- 
ian he remains unconvinced. ‘‘How they 
can be selling advertising with a large- 
scale, union operation, with all their 
overhead of accountants and lawyers, at 
those rates is beyond me,’’ he said. 

Ted Fang, publisher of the Independent, 
told the Bay Guardian he is considering 
going to court to seek a temporary 
restraining order against the Ex/Chron 
JOA selling at reduced rates. 

Picard said the increasingly complicated 
situation in San Francisco and the death of 
the Miami News are both just part of a 
larger crisis brewing in JOA cities across the 
country. “Everything is happening too fast 
and it’s getting to the point where we need 
emergency hearings to pull all these 
problems together,”’ he said. 

The Bay Guardian has written the Justice 
Department urging hearings on the 
assassination of the Miami News, the 
prospect of the Ex buying the Chron and 
other indications that the Newspaper 
Preservation Act is not fulfilling its 
original purpose — that of preserving 
multiple, independent editorial voices. 

The Bay Guardian has also called on 
members of the local congressional 
delegation to pressure the Justice Depart- 
ment to hold hearings on the act or to call 
for congressional hearings themselves. 
And it has filed a request with the Justice 
Department under the Freedom of Infor- 
mation Act for any documents that refer 
to changes in the Ex/Chron JOA. 

The Miami situation clearly illustrates 
that the threat is both real and immediate. 
As Carl Hiaasen, a syndicated Knight- 
Ridder columnist noted, ‘‘What we have 
now is one hugely profitable company 
(Knight-Ridder) paying another hugely 
profitable company (Cox) millions of 
dollars for not publishing a newspaper. 

“That’s not what the Justice Department 
had in mind for Miami 22 years ago.”’ 

It’s not what the Justice Department had 
in mind for San Francisco either.

POLICE DENY 
THEY HAVE SPY 
FILES — BUT ARE 
THEY LYING? 


THE SAN Francisco Police Department 
and City Attorney’s Office have denied a 
Bay Guardian records request on the 
grounds that the records do not exist, — 
despite evidence that such records do exist 
and are easily attainable. 

The request, filed under the California 
Public Records Act, was denied officially 
in a Jan. 6th letter from Deputy City 
Attorney Mara Rosales. The letter stated, 
‘The Criminal Intelligence Division . . . 
of the [Police] Department informs us that 
it does not maintain any file or files on 
organizations referred to in your letter,’ 

The requests had asked for intelligence 
files on the Bay Guardian, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, the United Farm 
Workers, Act Up!, a gay rights organi- 
zation and Operation Rescue, an anti- 
abortion organization. 

The records request also asked for a list 
of all intelligence files kept by the 
department, which was denied because, 
according to the letter, ‘‘The Department 
informs us that it does not maintain a list 
of its intelligence files.’’ 

In both cases, records indicate that at 
least some of the records exist and are 
easily accessed. 

In May, the ACLU sent a public records 
request to the department for any 
information it had compiled about the 
ACLU and its role in protecting the free 
speech rights of organizations and 
individuals demonstrating at the 1984 
Democratic National Convention held in 
San Francisco, 

The ACLU was denied that request on 
June 24th in a letter from Deputy City 
Attorney Eric Uhl, not because the records 
did not exist — as was the case with the 
almost identical Bay Guardian request — 
but because such information was exempt 
because it included ‘‘personal identifiers, 
confidential sources, or information that 
was supplied in confidence by its original 
sources.’” 

In the case of the supposedly non- 
existent list of intelligence files, a 
document produced in the course of a 
lawsuit between the department and the 
Office of the Public Defender indicates 
that the department maintains a computer 
list of information maintained in police 
intelligence files. 

The computer printout, dated Sept. 26, 
1984, list memos, letters, addresses, phone 
lists and a variety of other documents 
filed. Included in the printout are a num- 
ber of documents pertaining to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention, Headings 
listed include ‘‘planned marches and 
demos., anti-nuke organizations, environ- 
mentalist groups, peace groups, gay 
organizations, subversive organizations 
and activist events.”’ 

Chief Deputy City Attorney Buck 
Delventhal told the Bay Guardian he could 
not explain the discrepancy. ‘‘At this point 
I do not have the facts to give an explan- 
ation for the situation,’’ he said. 

The Bay Guardian has filed a follow- 
up request on the information sought, 
and Delventhal said he ‘‘would look into 
the matter.”’

THE MOJAVE 
BIGHORN WARS 


In the East Mojave Desert, hunt saboteurs stalked the hunters 
who stalked the bighorns. It was a small skirmish in a larger 
struggle over the future of wildlife 


Editor’s note: Since the days of the first 
European settlers, many Americans 
have treated the flora and fauna of this 
land as resources for humans to exploit 
for profit or recreation. Wildlife, ac- 
cording to the dominant paradigm that 
survives to this day, is worthwhile only 
as long as it serves human desires, 
doesn’t threaten human health and 
doesn’t interfere with commercial ac- 
tivities like lumbering and cattle 
grazing. 

This attitude is still found even 
among those individuals and institu- 
tions charged with preserving our 
natural resources — the U.S. Forest 
Service, the Bureau of Land Manage- 
ment and, in California, the Depart- 
ment of Fish and Game. For example, 
DFG has been trying for years to in- 
stitute a mountain lion hunt because, 
DFG officials say, the big cats have 
been known to prey on livestock graz- 
ing in their ranges and they may pose a 
threat to humans. In other words, our 
society is willing to make some conces- 
sions to keep species alive in the face of

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growing human encroachment, but it is 
not willing to tolerate wild things 
behaving like wild things. And oh yes, 
there is the other reason: Hunters have 
a grand old time chasing cougars 
through the woods with dogs and 
shooting them down from trees. 

More and more, however, ‘‘deep 
ecologists’? and other ‘‘radical en- 
vironmentalists’’ are challenging the 
way our society views wildlife. They 
argue that wild creatures are not com- 
modities for us to manage for our own 
gain and entertainment, but living be- 
ings with intrinsic values — and rights 
— of their own. We do not own this 
planet, they say, we share it. 

Deep ecologists are not just asking 
for the preservation of existing wildlife 
and wilderness areas. They are 


demanding fundamental changes in, 


the way our cultural views these so- 
called resources — changes that won’t 
be won without a long, hard struggle. 

A small skirmish in this larger battle 
was played out last month when mem- 
bers of a radical environmental group 
called Hunt Saboteurs gathered in the 
East Mojave Desert to disrupt a 
bighorn sheep hunt. We asked reporter 
Jon Christensen to travel with both the 
saboteurs and the hunters to find out 
how each side saw the relationship be- 
tween humans and other wild 
creatures. This is his report.

HE HUNT BEGAN each 

day before dawn ona land- 

scape that seemed to have 

been transported from an- 

other space and time. 

Abrupt mountain ranges rose like is- 
-lands floating on a barren sea of sand. 

At first light, camouflaged hunters, 
armed with high-powered rifles and 
bows, stalked the regal curl of Nelson 
bighorn rams in craggy peaks high 
above the desert floor. Stalking the 
hunters in turn were nearly twice as 
many animal rights activists and radical 
environmentalists, armed with air- 
horns to warn the wild sheep from the 
hunters’ sights. 

Earlier last month, the two-week- 
long Nelson bighorn hunt, in its second 
year after a 114-year ban on hunting 
bighorn in California, became a flash- 
point in a long-simmering conflict over 
the place of wildlife in this increasingly 
urbanized state. 

The skirmish was played out on a 
desert panorama straight out of a 
Hollywood western. Here, in the 
mythical domain of roughhewn indivi- 
dualists, visionaries and zealots, the 
belligerents invoked, in turn, the right 
to bear arms, the right to do what they 
please on public land and the growing 


crusade to extend individual human 
rights to other members of the animal 
realm. 

At the center of this controversy 
were the Nelson bighorns. Bighorn 
sheep once thrived throughout the 
mountain and desert ranges of the 
West, numbering 10,000 in California 
alone by some estimates. But the sheep 
made easy targets at scarce desert water 
holes and were an-excellent source of 
meat for early mining camps and settle- 
ments. 

In 1873, with fewer than 1,200 big- 
horns left in California, a growing con- 
servation movement forced the state to 
restrict hunting of the species. Since 
then, according to state Department of 
Fish and Game biologists, the bighorn 
have recovered to a population of more 
than 4,700, including 3,700 of the 
Nelson subspecies, 300 of the en- 
dangered California bighorn and fewer 
than 700 threatened Peninsula 
bighorn. 

Two years ago, the Fish and Game 
Commission endorsed a staff proposal 
for a five-year experimental Nelson 
bighorn hunt in two mountain ranges 
in the East Mojave Desert where the 
sheep population had boomed beyond 
the Iand’s capacity to support the herd. 
The comeback is in large measure due 
to the work of the department and the 
hunters’ organization, the Society for 
the Conservation of Bighorn Sheep. 

Bighorn Society volunteers have 
built five ‘‘guzzlers,’’ artificial water 
holes made by damming draws to catch 
infrequent rains in holding tanks for 
the sheep. They also improved three 
natural waterholes. The bighorn popu- 
lation, normally limited by scarce 
water, has consequently boomed from 
approximately 170 in 1968 to around 400 
today. During the past five years, more 
than 20 ewes and young rams have been 
relocated from the East Mojave ranges 
to other historic bighorn ranges by the 
society and the department — at a cost 
of $2,000 per animal. 

The Bighorn Society’s opponents 
charge that guzzlers encourage over- 
population, creating the surplus the 


‘hunters need to justify a hunt. They 


object to what they see as a wildlife 
policy driven by hunters. But most of 
all, they decry the killing an animal 
for what they see as ‘‘ego gratification”’ 
for the trophy hunter. 

DFG officials, however, say the Mo- 
jave bighorn herds are ‘‘unbalanced,”’ 
with too many older rams. The hunt, 
they say, could have a beneficial effect, 
weeding out the rams that no longer 
contribute to the herd. 

This year, eight hunters beat the 
odds in a DFG drawing that attracted 
3,385 applicants for a permit to bag a 
prized trophy ram. The eight hunters 
each paid $200. A ninth tag was sold in 
a special auction that netted $59,000 
for DFG efforts to fight livestock 
diseases that plague the bighorn and to 
relocate surplus sheep to other native 
ranges. Along with their permits, the 
eight lottery winners also won the 
dubious privilege of trying to evade 
saboteurs out to disrupt the hunt. 

Hunt Saboteurs came to the United 
States from England — where roving 
bands have disrupted aristocratic fox 
hunts for more than 25 years — in the 
person of Verena Gill, a well-connected 
animal rights organizer. Gill hooked up 
with Earth First! activists at their an- 
nual rendezvous in the desert last year 
to form the first U.S. chapter of the 
Hunt Saboteurs in California. 

“‘We are not prepared to stand aside 
while the blood lust of a few Americans 
runs rampant in the wilderness. These 
bloodsports will be stopped even if it 
means putting our lives on the line,”’ 
says its statement of aims. ‘‘We will use 
whatever non-violent, direct action 
tactics necessary to intervene between 
the hunter and the hunted, without 
causing harm to either life or 
property.”” 

“No one species is worth more than 
any other,’’ explained saboteur Lee 
Dessaux at the group’s hotel-room 


command center in Baker, a truck-stop 
town halfway between Los Angeles 
and Las Vegas. Dessaux, a gardener 
and animal rights activist from Santa 
Cruz is out for his second year of hunt- 
ing the bighorn hunters. ‘‘Each in- 
dividual animal has a right to live,’’ he 
said. ‘“We have no right to take its life.” 

Not all of the activists are opposed to 
all hunting. Some say indigenous, sub- 
sistence hunting is acceptable in some 
instances. 

These ‘‘deep ecologists,’’ as they 
prefer to call themselves, favor rein- 
troducing natural predators — moun- 
tain lions, wolves, jaguars and grizzly 
bears. ‘‘We would like to see the whole 
bioregion restored,’’ said Dessaux. 
Some members of the group favor 
making large tracts of the desert totally 
off limits to humans. They would like 
to see highways torn up and super- 
markets disappear. They admit that 
many of their way-out proposals will 
never be realized. 

‘“‘We’re not only challenging the 
hunt but fundamental perspectives,”’ 
said Todd Schulke from Del Mar. “‘If 
fundamental ideas about wildlife don’t 
change there won’t be any left. It ain’t 
ours. We’re part of it. 

“In many ways, this is really sym- 
bolic. One of our main concerns is 
population. There are way too many 
humans in this state. If we lose in that, 
though we win this battle, we could lose 
everything. 

“‘There’s so little wilderness left,” he 
continued. ‘‘There’s no longer room 
for compromise. It’s gone so far, so 
fast, it just has to stop. It’s worth it to 
alienate people to stand up and say 
“You’re wrong!’ If we don’t, it will all 
be gone.”’ 


SLIM crescent moon 

floated horns-up over 

the mountains as we 

drove to the Hunt Sabo- 

teurs’ base camp at the 
foot of Old Dad Mountain, the highest 
peak in the area and a favored bighorn 
habitat. About 20 miles south of 
Baker, the saboteurs turned off the 
road on a sandy track and headed 
toward the foot of the Kelso Moun- 
tains to the southeast. 

They were camped on the exposed 
alluvial skirt that drains to the dry 
playa we crossed driving from Baker. 
Half a dozen tents snapped in the chill 
wind that blew across the playa and 
through their camp. Nine young peo- 
ple looking like college students on a 
class expedition, but all dressed in 
camouflage fatigues, stood around a 
camp fire, blowing into their hands, 
hopping from foot to foot. 

Old Dad and Kelso Peak made up 
Zone 2 of the hunt, an area of more 
than 200 square miles worked by five 
hunters. About 30 miles to the south, in 
the Marble Mountains, three hunters 
faced another team of saboteurs in 
Zone 1. 

A four-wheel-drive Bronco took us 
and five saboteurs down a long ridge 
and across a wash to the foot of Old 
Dad. On the ride out, a couple of the 
activists compared notes on an upcom- 
ing trip to Atlanta to protest a labor- 
atory they said is “injecting monkeys with 
cocaine.” 

They reeled offa list of sit-ins and dem- 
onstrations they had attended at animal 
facilities in Berkeley, Sacramento, San 
Francisco and Los Angeles. 

“You can almost set your calendar 
around the actions throughout Califor- 
nia,’’ said Bob Nanninga, an aspiring 
young actor from Los Angeles. 

Conversations with the hunt sabo- 
teurs often degenerated into one-sided 
philosophical harangues against how 
our “‘specie-ist’’ system ranks humans 
over other animals. At other times, a 
thoughtful, philosophical re-eval- 
uation of our place on earth took 
shape. 

In action, however, the ‘‘sabs,’’ as 
they call themselves, seemed much

This year, Dessaux and another ac- 
tivist are suing the Lutzes, DFG and the 
Bighorn Society for $1 million in al- 
call 552-3656 j leged damages resulting from the con- 
frontation. The Lutzes deny the 
charges against them. 

This year, there were a few nearly ex- 
plosive confrontations between hunt- 
ers and saboteurs. Two activists accused 
a hunter’s companion of firing shots 
from a pistol in their direction. 
Another activist was reported missing 
overnight in the Marble Mountains. He 
said he was chased all night by hunters 
in an all-terrain vehicle and a helicop- 
ter. Yet another activist said a hunter 
and his guide chased him to the edge of 
a precipice and threw rocks down on 
him from above. 

After hunters realized last year that 
the threat of armed opposition would 
not stop the saboteurs, they sought to 
outlaw hunt sabotage. In August, the 
Legislature amended the California 
Fish and Game Code to make interfer- 
ing with a lawful hunt an infraction on 
the first offense, punishable by a $100 
to $500 fine, and a misdemeanor on the 
second offense, punishable by a fine of 
up to $1,000 and up to a year in jail. 

“The law won’t stop us,’’ said

Just south of Highway 40, we fol- 
lowed a sandy track alongside a gas line 
marking the northern boundary of the 
hunt zone. The hunters’ camp — a well- 
stocked camp kitchen, a camper trail- 
er, a couple of pickups with horse 
trailers and two tents — was just off the 
road, up over a steep, rocky incline. 

The controversy that dogged the 
Lutzes last year followed them here 
again. On opening day of the hunt this 
year, Verena Gill led a media caravan 
to the Lutz camp where she tried to 
serve the million-dollar lawsuit against 
the father-and-son guide team. 

Tending camp when the media ar- 
rived was Bob Plunkett, a cowboy who 
works on the game ranch the Lutzes 
run in Wyoming. 

“T don’t know nothing about no- 
thing,’’ Plunkett proudly told the 
media and he laughed as he recalled the 
episode for us when we pulled into their 
camp a few days later. ‘“You can quote 
me on that,”’ he said. 

One of the hunters, Jeff O’Neil, a 
construction worker from Northern 
California, was in camp for a midday 
rest when we arrived. He had missed a 
ram that morning, he said, because of 
the blast of a saboteur’s airhorn. Or 
maybe, he said, it was just a bad shot. 

“I thought I would just come sheep 
hunting,”’ he said. ‘‘I had no idea it 
would turn into this. They’re doing a 
real good job of scaring sheep.” 

O’Neil doesn’t like to intellectualize 
hunting. He said he was tired of 
answering the stupid questions of 
reporters attracted to the controversial 
hunt. 

“Everybody wants it in black and 
white. . .like hunting is this,’’ he said. 
“‘That’s wrong. I’m out here to have 
fun. I’m too busy working hard most 
of the time to think about having a 
philosophy for my hobby. 

‘‘Hunting’s hunting,”’ he said. “‘If 


you enjoy it you do it.” 

As he adjusted the scope on his rifle, 
firing five ear-splitting shots at a target 
300 yards away, he and Plunkett joked 
about the “‘tree huggers.”’ 

“What if I started up an organiza- 
tion called Bugs First,’’ said O’Neil, 
‘‘and we decided we’re gonna eliminate 
driving because of all the bugs squished 
on windshields. How far does this 
go?”’ 

He added, “‘They’re hitting on other 
hunts too, like the mountain lions. If 
you give up one, it’s like you’re giving 
up your rights.”’ 

O’Neil was irked that the wardens 
had not yet charged the saboteurs with 
harassing the animals, a violation of 
the Fish and Game Code, and that the 
hunter harassment law passed in 
August had not gone into effect yet. “I 
don’t think they have the right to be out 
here doing that,’’ he said. 

O’Neil said the Bighorn Society 
asked the saboteurs to join a guzzler 
building project and help the sheep. 
“But they don’t want to come out and 
help what they’re bitching about,’’ he 
said, 

“Tf they had enough people to work, 
instead of some of these folks who just 
goof around, they could get a lot 
done,’’ agreed bow-hunter Scott 
Young, who was sharing camp this 
year with O’Neil and the Lutzes. 
Young, who works for the county of 
Los Angeles, has shot a variety of big 
game on two African safaris. 

He counts among his heroes Teddy 
Roosevelt, the model of the conserva- 
tionist hunter. Roosevelt founded the 
Boone and Crockett Club in 1887 to 
“promote manly sport with a rifle and 
work for the preservation of the large 
game of this country.”’ 

The club publishes big-game trophy 
records, including the names of those 
who achieve the avid sheep hunter’s 
ultimate goal, a “‘grand slam’’ of the 
four North American bighorn species: 
Nelson, dall, stone and Rocky Moun- 
tain. 

Roosevelt had a lot of foresight 
because hunters have a vested interest 
in conservation, said Young. ‘‘We’re 
caretakers,” he said. ‘‘It would be nice 
if we had something to pass on. I 
wouldn’t want to see them manage 
where my boys couldn’t hunt if they 
want to when they grow up,’’ Young 
said. 

Hunters are ‘‘concerned about hav- 
ing a viable herd you can still harvest 
from’’ and that takes “‘active manage- 
ment,’’ he said. 

“*A lot of people put a lot of time in- 


to this hunt,’’ he-said. 

“7 trust Fish and Game. They know 
how to increase the sheep population. 
The problem is money. And the hunt 
gives them money.” 

Bighorn are ‘‘impressive animals to 
watch if you can see them. They mix in 
with these rocks so well,’’ Young con- 
tinued. 

“T spend 99 percent of my time en- 
joying the serenity and my personal 
thoughts, watching them graze and 
feed, watching other animals, watch- 
ing the sun and stars,’’ he said. “‘Then 
there’s the goal and anticipation, 
which has a lot to do with it.”’ 

As we left the hunters’ camp, the con- 
stellation of Orion, the hunter, was ris- 
ing in the darkening east. My eyes 
skimmed the craggy silhouette of the 
Marble Mountains. 

There, just on the other side of a 
ridge from the hunter’s camp, two 
bighorn rams stood silhouetted by the 
fading blue sky. Their spindly legs held 
aloft strong, compact bodies and over- 
ly large sets of horns. 

One of the rams was just old enough 
to be legal. His horns curled the three- 
quarters of a full circle required for a 
legal kill. The other ram was a little 
younger. Sheep run in age groups and 
these two rams were reaching the cusp 
of maturity. The hunters would prob- 
ably pass them by in favor of a bigger 
trophy this year, but in a couple of 
years they, too, will be hunted. 

The two rams stepped gracefully be- 
tween boulders on the rocky slope and 
crossed a wash gleaming white in the 
last rays of a spectacular desert sunset. ° 
Slipping between creosote bushes and 
joshua trees, they crossed the dirt road 
leading to the hunters’ camp and trotted 
north into the mountains and out of 
hunting territory. 





PS: This year’s hunt opened two weeks 
early for Jim Ryan, a West Virginia 
coal mining executive who was the 
high bidder in this year’s auction. 
Unharassed, he killed an 11-year-old 
ram with a bow and arrow, completing 
his grand slam. 

The other eight hunters had to brave 
high winds that swept the desert in early 
December and a well-organized effort 
to thwart the kill. But this year, seven 
of the hunters eventually got their 
sheep, although Lutz said activists 
ruined the hunt both years. Scott 
Young switched to a rifle and bagged 
his ram during the last week of the 
hunt, after saboteurs had kept him 
from getting within range of bow and 
arrow.

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BUCK IS BACK 


Riding the crest of a musical comeback, 
Buck Owens plays SF for the first time 
in 20 years

UCK OWENS, familiar to all 

too many TV viewers as the 

grinning goofball who popped 

up in the Hee Haw cornfield 

and exchanged bad jokes 
with co-host Roy Clark, has new 
reasons to crow. 

Along with Merle Haggard, Owens is 
known to hardcore country and 
western fans as the father of the 
‘‘Bakersfield sound,’’ the unadorned, 
hard-rocking country music that he 
made tremendously popular in the 
1960s. But nine years ago Owens 
withdrew from the music scene, weary 
of Nashville’s slick pop direction. He 
even left his lucrative Hee Haw post in 
1985, feeling that his musical talents 
had been eclipsed by the corn. 

Now, some 30 years after he first 
started putting hits on the charts, 
Owens is witnessing an industry-wide 
revival of his honky-tonk sound and is 
gearing up for a major comeback. Not 
only did his 1988 association with 
young turk Dwight Yoakam land 
Owens back in the Billboard top five 
with their duet version of Owens’ 
15-year-old old ‘‘The Streets of 
Bakersfield,’’ but Owens has a new 
record, Hot Dog, and is about to em- 
bark on a major tour. 

A lucky Bay Area audience gets a 
rare, intimate glimpse of the Bakers- 
field legend when Buck Owens and the 
Buckaroos play San Francisco for the 
first time in more than 20 years — in the 
475-seat Victoria Theater. ‘‘Michael 
Koppy [the concert’s producer] has 
been trying to get me to do a show up 
there for years,’’ Owens told the Bay 
Guardian recently. “I know it’s small but 
that’s better. There may not be a lot of 
money to be made but hell, you can’t do 
everything in your life for money.” 

Owens, who has spent the past few 
years tending to his extensive holdings 
in radio, print, real estate and cars, 
hardly needs to get back into music for 
the money. But he is admittedly relish- 
ing the attention. ‘‘Yes, I feel vin- 
dicated,’’ he says from his office in the 
Buck Owens Building in Bakersfield, 
“you bet I do! It’s almost like having a 
baby only it don’t cry. If you happened 
to read the liner notes on my new 
record, I said it at the bottom, ‘Honky 
Tonk forever!’ ”’ 

Indeed. But while Yoakam and such 
country upstarts as Randy Travis, 
Rodney Crowell and Keith Whitley are 
reviving a syrup-free sound that Owens 
finds refreshing and familiar, and 
although a couple of years ago Whitley 
wrote a song called ‘‘Let’s Bring Back 
Buck’”’ and sent it to his hero, the coun- 


try music establishment has not always 
subscribed to Owens’ creed. 

Born the son of a Sherman, Texas 
sharecropper in 1929, Alvis Edgar 
‘Buck’? Owens moved with his family 
to Mesa, Arizona where, at the age of 
13, he dropped out of school and went 
to work harvesting crops and hauling 
them to market. ‘‘I had no education 
and Ihad no trade,”’ he recalls. ‘‘About 
all I did was manual labor.”’ 

He picked up mandolin and guitar in 
his early teens and was playing on the 
local radio station when he was 17. By 
the next year he was married and hada 
child. To the young Buck struggling to 
make ends meet in Arizona, Califor- 
nia’s San Joaquin Valley, where two 
musician uncles were living, looked like 
the promised land. ‘‘As soon as I was 
21,”’ he says, ‘‘I got out of that hot sun 
into where it was cool.”’ 

From 1951 to 1958 Owens stayed in- 
doors, playing in the house band at the 
Blackboard Club in Bakersfield. He 
also commuted to Los Angeles to play 
guitar on the recording sessions of 
Tennessee Ernie Ford, Faron Young, 
Sonny James, Wanda Jackson and 
others. He cut a few sides of his own for 
a tiny label run by a baker in Pico 
Rivera, and then signed to Capitol 
in 1957. 

Owens’ first big hit was ‘‘Under 
Your Spell Again”’ in 1959, leading into 
an unprecedented string of successes 
that included 26 straight number-one 
country singles (17 between 1963 and 
1969). Such songs as “‘I’ve Got a Tiger by 
the Tail,’ ““Love’s Gonna Live Here,” 
“Together Again”’ and “‘Act Naturally”’ 
(recorded later by th Beatles) are still 
staples of his repertoire. 

In 1962, Owens formed his band, the 
Buckaroos, which defined the ‘‘Bakers- 
field’? sound. A crucial figure in 
creating that honky-tonk sound was 
guitarist Don Rich, who met Owens in 
1960 and played and sang in the band 
until his death in 1970. “‘He started 
with me when he was 16 and he only 
played fiddle,’’ Owens recalls. 

“Within the next few years he had 
taken over the guitar thing from me. 
Now I am playing Don’s old guitar in 
his honor. He was a big part of what I 
did and after he was killed on the 
motorcycle, I think I went into some 
kind of shock there for a few years and 
just went through the motions. Don 
learned what I knew on the guitar and 
then went beyond that. Probably as 
much as anything else, Don Rich was 
responsible for the California country 
sound, the Bakersfield sound, as much as I 
was or Merle Haggard or anybody else.” 

Besides avoiding the soft string ar- 
rangements that were sweeping into

Nashville, Owens shaped the Bakers- 
field sound by pumping up the guitars 
and drums, which brought down a heap 
of criticism. ‘‘We liked it raunchy,”’ he 
says. ‘‘They thought we played rock 
and roll. I know we were alittle raucous 
and raunchy but that seemed to be what 
the folks wanted to hear.” 

To deflect criticism, Owens took out 
an advertisement in the country music 
trade publications in 1965. In his famous 
‘Pledge to Country Music’” Owens 
vowed, ‘‘I shall sing no song that is not 
a country song.’’ Within a few weeks 
he put out a record that included a ver- 
sion of Chuck Berry’s ‘‘Memphis.”’ 

‘Yeah, I kinda did things like that,”’ 
he says, laughing wickedly. ‘“‘Some- 
times I woulda been better off if I shut 
up. But let’s face it, how silly. The 
country guys, if they even thought that 
you was lookin’ across the street with as 
much as asmile at the folks who played 
rockabilly, you was out of the shrine 
forever. I always thought that was kind 
of stupid. 

“Hell, I thought ‘Memphis’ was a 
country song. You see, I don’t know 
the difference. What is a country song 
about? Most people think a country 
song is a story about heartbreak or 
heartache or loneliness or gettin’ drunk 
or the damned old train runned over 
mama. Okay? What’s ‘Memphis’ about? 

“Some disc jockeys from Atlanta 
sent me some pictures of a bonfire they 
had. They had all these ‘Pledges’ and 
they said they was having a Buck 
Owens burnin’ in Atlanta. But we 
recorded a lot of stuff like [Leiber & 
Stoller’s] ‘Along Came Jones’ and 





‘Charlie Brown’ [hits for the Coasters]. 
Hell, it’s all music.” 

As if to drive home his point, when 
Owens went back into the studio to cut 
his new Capitol album, Hot Dog!, he 
decided to cut ‘‘Memphis’’ again, 
along with Eddie Cochrane’s ‘‘Summer- 
time Blues,”’ and lay them right in with a 
selection of his own songs from 
1956-1964 — including his first chart 
entry, ‘‘Second Fiddle,’”’ and a duet 
with Dwight Yoakam on his first top- 
five hit ‘Under Your Spell Again.” 

One song not included on Hot Dog! 
was the 1967 number-one hit he wrote 
with Red Simpson, ‘‘Sam’s Place,”’ in- 
spired by a little bar in Richmond. The 
club may have been the epitome of the 
freewheeling honky-tonk character that 
Owens wanted to capture in his music. 

“It was around 1959 or ’60,’’ he 
remembers. ‘‘We were booked into 
Sam’s for 50 dollars. The first time we 
were there, the owner tried to drive his 
car into the club. The second time, the 
guy shoots his gun off through the ceil- 
ing two or three shots. So Red Simpson 
and I wrote a song about that place but 
we didn’t put any of that in it.” 

It was the erosion of “‘that,’’ the wild 
honky-tonk spirit, in both country 
music and Hee Haw, that put Owens 
into his retirement from music. ‘‘In 
1979 I said, ‘I can’t hack this, I can’t do 
it, I ain’t able to make country pop 
records.’ I guess I’m one of the guys 
who if he went up to a bar would say 
‘give mea straight shot of whiskey and I 
don’t want no chaser!’ ”” 

Owens stayed on at Hee Haw for 
several more years but felt, ‘‘From the

beginning to when I left the show it was 
sort of a very steady degradation of me 
away from music into more comedy. I 
think that’s one of Dwight’s enlighten- 
ments: He said, ‘There’s a whole genera- 
tion of people out here that think of 
you only in a pair of overalls and a red, 
white and blue guitar and telling jokes.’ *’ 

Owens’ comeback was sparked by an 
invitation to represent the California 
country sound on the Country Music 
Association 30th anniversary special, 
where he first sang ‘‘The Streets of 
Bakersfield’? with Yoakam, and a 
repeat performance on the Academy of 
Country Music awards show. “Then 
we recorded that song and I was out all 
summer and part of the fall with him,”’ 
Owens says. Then Owens recorded his 
new album and the Country Music 
Foundation released Buck Owens and 
the Buckaroos Live at Carnegie Hall. 

‘For a guy that was never gonna do 
it again I got a busy schedule coming 
up,’’ he says. In addition to his first 
round of touring in nearly ten years, 
Owens is busy trying to figure out what 
to do with about 75 albums’ worth of 
master tapes of his recorded material. 
And there is a chance he will appear as a 
presenter at the 12th Annual Bay Area 
Music Awards (the Bammies). ‘‘It's 
been a terrific year,’” Owens laughs, 
‘for an old boy that started out in it not 
gonna do anything.” &

HETHER you’re 

single or coupled, 

new to the area or 

born and bred, don’t 

know a soul or have 
millions of contacts or just want to 
branch out or renew yourself, meeting 
new people can be a major problem. 
Maybe that’s why there are even com- 
munity college classes on the subject, to 
say nothing of personal-growth sem- 
inars, services offering video date- 
matching, computer mating and phone- 
in date lines, as well as a plethora of 
singles bars and church groups. 

But there’s something depressing 
about coming together for the sole pur- 
pose of meeting people. We feel that 
the best way to meet people — and es- 
pecially people you are likely to hit it 
off with — is to go out and do some- 
thing that you like doing. That already 
makes it likely that you’ll have some- 
thing in common with the other people 
doing it, besides merely breathing. 

You could take a class that interests 
you — there are hundreds of them at 
local colleges, universities and alter- 
native schools. Volunteer to work for a 
political, social, cultural or en- 
vironmental group or cause. Or — join 
aclub. 

We first did a guide to Bay Area 
clubs back in 1980, in the second edi- 
tion of the book San Francisco Free & 
Easy, a joint effort between Downwind 
Publications and the Bay Guardian. 





Since that time, clubs have become 
more popular than ever, as we discov- 
ered when we began to research this up- 
dated version of the Free & Easy guide. 
The 25 clubs listed below are just the first 
installment; look for even more in up- 
coming issues. Some of the clubs we 
listed nine years ago are still going 
strong, while others have dropped out 
of the scene and a spate of new ones 
have formed. 

Pick an organization that’s not 
related to your job or profession — 
make it an avocation, something 
you’ve always had a hankering to get 
into. Or choose a subject you are en- 
thusiastic about, a happy way to meet 
like-minded friends. If you feel a little 
awkward at first, volunteer to help out 
— sell tickets, pass hors d’oeuvres, 
decorate the hall, mail out the news- 
letter — and you’ll fast become part of 
the inner circle. 

In part one of this guide we list a 
number of special-interest clubs. Some of 
these we are personally acquainted with, 
others not, but all are currently active in 
the Bay Area. Dues listed are for one 
year, unless otherwise noted. If the “‘real 
you’’ isn’t among this bunch, watch for 
more listings in a subsequent issue.

San Francisco history. 

Held in a real courtroom at City Hall 
during the noon recess, the Court has 
concerned itself with such topics as 
Amelia Earhart’s disappearance, the 
1926 court-martial of General Billy 
Mitchell, the Lindbergh kidnapping 
and the mysterious death in 1923 — in 
the Palace Hotel — of President War- 
ren G. Harding. Less weighty subjects 
have included the authenticity of The 
Maltese Falcon, who invented the mar- 
tini and whether Orson Welles’ War of 
the Worlds could still cause a panic 50 
years later. 

Witnesses, often in period costumes, 
have included San Francisco Police 
Chief Frank Jordan and Coroner Dr. 
Boyd Stephens. An authentic judge 
presides and noted attorneys defend, 
prosecute, portray witnesses and gener- 
ally cut up, especially the rotund and 
witty Frank D. Winston. Winston 
tends to get to prosecute the less popu- 
lar side of the case, such as disproving 
the existence of Santa Claus just before 
the holidays.

Whale-watching trips 


The gray whales are heading south 
from waters off Alaska and the Soviet 
Union to the sunny lagoons of Baja. 
This sounds like a rather pleasant 
sort of vacation, and you might wish 
that you could join them. But don't 
forget that they have to swim more 
than 10,000 miles, and females give 
birth to a 1,200 pound whale calf at 
the end of the trip. You just might not 
have the time or the inclination for 
that kind of thing. 

It's easier to spend just the day or 
a few hours with the whales, from the 
safety and relative comfort of a boat 
deck. Prime whale-watching season 
continues through April. According to 
Steve Cooper, education director for 
the Oceanic Society, the gray whale 
population has been increasing as of 
late, and chances are excellent that 
you'll see some, especially if you can 
get out to the waters off Point Reyes 
or Pillar Point. Whale watchers also 
stand a good chance of seeing 
harbor porpoises, California sea 
lions, harbor seals and a variety of 
ocean-going birds. 

Whale-watching boats get within 
about 100 yards of the whales, which 
is close enough for good viewing, 
since the animals are pretty large 
(about 40-45 feet long). Whales can 
sometimes be spotted from shore at 
places like Point Reyes and Bodega 
Head, although they're not very close 
to shore right now. When they begin 
the return migration in February 
mothers and calves will swim closer 
inshore to feed. 

Whale watchers should have 
binoculars and be ready for cold 
weather, and for choppy waters and 
seasickness on boat rides. If you 
think you'll need some over-the- 
counter or prescription motion-sick- 
ness medication, then plan ahead — 
taking medication won't do you any 
good if you wait until you're already 
heaving over the boat's railing.

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INSPIRED INDIAN CUISINE 


The Haight/Fillmore's new Indian Oven offers a rich

T’S ABOUT TIME someone 

took Indian cuisine and had their 

way with it, if you will. The in- 

credibly complex, exciting and 

rewarding foods of India have 
been practically ignored in the Bay 
Area. I realize there are a few over- 
priced, upscale Indian restaurants here 
and there, but I’m happy to report that 
I’ve recently seen three small, comfort- 
able, reasonably priced Indian res- 
taurants in San Francisco. 

While visiting the culinary up-and- 
coming Haight/Fillmore area, I glee- 
fully discovered a new Indian restau- 
rant next to the Community Blend cof- 
fee house. Community Blend/Indian 
Oven proves to be an innovative adven- 
ture in Indian dining. 

India is a land as diverse in geo- 
graphy, religion and culture as one 
could imagine. These cultural and geo- 
graphic differences have inspired one 
of the richest cuisines in the world. Fur- 
ther fragmented by strict religious 
dietary laws, the foods and styles of 
cooking have developed into a fasci- 
nating patchwork of seductive dishes. 

Most of the restaurants in the Bay 
Area focus on one type of regional In- 
dian cooking, usually either northern 
or southern. Indian Oven is the only In- 
dian restaurant in the city, to my 
knowledge, that has a menu this di- 
verse, Offering the many different 
cooking styles and foods from all parts 
of India. 

A plate of crispy, thin lentil wafers, or 
papadon, is delivered to the table for 
munching while perusing the menu. A 
cold, tall Taj beer is the perfect drink 
with this habit-forming fried bread, 
although a wonderful wine list is avail- 
able as well. 

The four appetizers offered are all 
$3.95. Vegetarian pakora, deep-fried 


and varied menu 


spinach, onions, bell and hot peppers, 
is a light and tasty appetizer to begin 
your meal with. Tandoori quail is 
served sizzling hot on an iron platter 
with cilantro yogurt and fried onions. 
The tender quail, with its spicy yet 
cooling yogurt sauce, goes well with 
vegetarian paratha ($2.50), a hand- 
made bread similar to a thick corn tor- 
tilla, made with spices and green 
onions. 

Fire roasted eggplant with mint and 
homemade yogurt, a rich, deep, full- 
flavored dish, is a star. This is a bit 
heavy, so pace yourself accordingly. A 
California-inspired dish not yet listed 
on the menu combines goat cheese and 
jalapeno peppers. Placed between two 
pieces of nan bread and fried until the 
cheese is melted and gooey, this ap- 
petizer should be very popular. 

Dinners come with basmati rice or 
nan bread and seasonal vegetables, but 
I strongly urge you to order the tradi- 
tional thali dinner, which comes with 
raita (yogurt and cucumber), pickled 
chutney, tamarind chutney, dal soup, 
garlicky baked squash, basmati rice, 
nan bread and dessert. These hot- 
sweet, pungent and cooling compan- 
ions are essential when eating Indian 
food. The plate is large, and two can 
easily share one entree. 

Large prawn and salmon masala 
curry ($10.95) cooked with curry leaves 
and coconut milk is a big taste for such 
delicate fish, but true to Indian style 
this dish is rewarding and robust. 

Kashmiri spinach ($6.95) is another 
hearty dish composed of onions, 
spinach and ginger. Indian food is not 
known for quick cooking of vege- 
tables, so I can’t honestly complain 
about the general mushiness of this 
dish, but it was over-spiced. 

Chicken with apricots and potato 
straws ($8.95) is a step toward heaven. 
Succulent and spicy chicken, heady 


with arich assortment of delicate spices 
combined with apricots, onions and 
plenty of garlic, couldn’t have been 
better. 

Lamb with onions and mint ($9.95) 
is equally successful. Tender lamb 
cooked with sweet onions, lemon, 
fresh mint and cilantro was intense and 
delicious. These thick and wonderful 
curries are complex and compelling, as 
Indian food should be. The rice and 
bread offer the perfect neutral balance 
with these fiery dishes. 

Dessert is a light and refreshing rice 
pudding garnished with a few threads 
of saffron. Kashmiri tea ($2), black tea 
steeped with cinnamon, ginger and 
fresh mint and served in a little teapot, 
is a wonderful way to end a substantial 
meal. This sweet and spicy tea is simply 
delightful. 

The service and organization at In- 
dian Oven needs some attention. This 
relatively new restaurant will work out 
its kinks eventually. My one complaint 
is the incredibly poor ventilation sys- 
tem. The dining room fills up with raw 
smoke and makes for an unpleasant 
dining experience. The staff is aware of 
this condition and opens the front door 
from time to time and makes use of a 
small portable fan, but when the 
cooks really get going in the open kitch- 
en, there is little relief. Apparently 
they are working on this problem. 

The food at Indian Oven is bright, 
innovative and really quite sophisti- 
cated. Portions are generous and the 
casual and comfortable atmosphere 
make this Indian dinner house a 
welcome addition to the city. |

in the center of Daniel Reeves’ video installation, ‘‘The Well of Patience,”’ is a bit like being on the 
beach when the waves rush back out to sea, but you feel like you’re the one moving. On a giant 
circular screen a stream of images glides by, signposts from the unceasing cycle of creation, 
sustenance and destruction. 

In this miniature cosmos, “‘heaven’’ stretches above you, where seven times seven times seven 
pairs of hammers and wine glasses hang in numerical harmony with the number of Buddhas in 
existence. The video screen represents the horizon, while below you seven rows of implacable plaster 
Buddhas sit serenely on a bed of rat traps, arranged in mandalic form to represent the earth. 

Reeves, who has won international acclaim and a passel of arts grants for his previous work in 
video, traveled around the globe collecting images for the piece, but he looks beyond the jewel-like 
projections on the screen to the underlying “‘emptiness of existence.” 

“There is no one on earth who will not die,’’ he says, quoting a favorite Sufi poet. “Even now they 
pass away one by one, and yet like an idiot I prepare to live forever.’’ The work is dedicated to Barry 
Valentino of the San Francisco Exploratorium, who died in the Pan Am crash this month. 

This ‘‘awareness of mutability” is at the center of the performance he’s giving on Jan. 28th. 
Attendance is limited to 49, both by rule of the ubiquitous multiple and by the City of San Francisco, 
which dispenses performance permits — so reservations are required. ‘‘The Well of Patience’ is on 
view until Jan. 28th, Tues.-Wed., noon-5 pm; Thurs., noon 8 pm; Fri. and Sat., noon-5 pm. Notre 
Dame Chapel, 347 Dolores, SF.

WOMEN AND 
THEIR FILMS 


FROM A ROMANTIC comedy in which 

god is played by a woman to a reassessment of 
female filmmakers’ place in cinema history, 
from a tribute to a versatile, under-utilized 
actress to new films by women of 18 countries, 
the fifth edition of ‘‘On Screen: A Celebration 
of Women in Film’’ covers a lot of bases. It 

also covers two screens at the Kabuki for four 
days, Jan. 13th-16th, plus programs at the 
Goethe Institute and the Exploratorium on 
Saturday and Sunday, and at the Asian Art 
Museum Jan. 19th and 20th. 

The quality doesn’t always match the 
quantity, but everyone gets a forum, a chance 
for her work to find an audience that may 
appreciate it. Of the films we were able to 
preview, God’s Will is Julia Cameron’s 
witless, painfully amateurish tale of divorced 
actors returning as ghosts to give their young 
daughter some posthumous parenting; Les 
Keufs (The Cops) aims low and still misses, 
with director Josiane Balasko as the sole 
crimefighter in an Animal House precinct 
where the other police are busy fighting each

other; and-Tereza Trautman’s Best Wishes is a 
glossy Brazilian soap opera that crams as 
many characters as Little Dorrit into one- 
fourth the time. 

Have you heard about the Polish feminist 
who made movies about men? That wouldn’t 
be Barbara Sass, who is hand-carrying her 
latest, In the Cage, to the festival’s opening 
night. Three of her earlier works will also be 
shown, including The Girls of Novolipki 
Street, a well-produced and acted but overly 
episodic drama set in Poland before World 
War I. From Hungary, Erika Szanto’s 
Elysium is one of the more unusual Holocaust 
films, about a ten-year-old boy given an idyllic 
imprisonment while being used for medical 
experiments. Though somewhat slow and 
erratic, it’s ultimately powerful and moving. 

Calling the Shots by Canadians Janis Cole 
and Holly Dale features interviews with almost 
all the American women — and several 
foreigners — who have had a feature released 
in the last decade, and there are more than 
you might think. It’s a proud, well-made and 
encouraging look at what should, in another 
generation, be a non-issue. Mama’s Pushcart: 
Ellen Stewart and 25 Years of La MaMa by 
Demetria B. Royals is a fairly straightforward 
documentary about the woman who invented 
off-off-Broadway. 

On Saturday, Sandy Wilson, who impresses 
as a perky woman-next-door type in Calling 
the Shots, will present scenes from a film she’s 
making in Santa Cruz and participate with 
other visiting directors in a Sunday morning 
seminar. Two features and four shorts from 
Soviet Central Asia will be showcased 
Saturday, and Rita Moreno will be present for 
a tribute that evening. Sunday’s focus on 
pioneer women filmmakers runs from 3:10 pm 
until past midnight. Black women will be 
saluted with a symposium and screenings 
on Monday. 

It’s flattering for a festival to have films 
submitted for screening, but during a growth 
period it’s more important to learn to be 
selective than to find additional screen time to 
show everything. You may strike out as often 
as you strike it rich at ‘“‘On Screen ’89.”’

REAL ANGST 


Giacometti's works are a disturbing 
but powerful expression of alienation 


Life treats women differently... 


and so do we. 


ALBERTO GIACOMETTI: 1901- 
1966. At the San Francisco Museum 
of Modern Art, SF. Through Feb. Sth.

IKE FINE wine, great art gets 
better with age. This is 
especially true of the 20th 
century, where this year’s 
rage often becomes next 
year’s joke. For more than 50 years, the 
works of Swiss-born artist Alberto 
Giacometti have withstood the test of 
time, and remain as potent as ever. 

The Bay Area is truly privileged to be 
the only West Coast stop on the show’s 

two-city itinerary (the other was the 
Hirshhorn Museum and Sculpture Gar- 
den in Washington, D.C.). Not only 
have many of the nearly 90 works never 
been exhibited in the United States 
before, due to the difficulty of ob- 
taining loans from major museums and 
private collections, they may never 
again reach our shores. Curator Valerie 
J. Fletcher of the Hirshhorn merits 
honorable mention for her truly her- 
culean efforts in securing pieces from 
places as far-flung as Davenport, lowa 
and Tempere, Finland. 

Unlike most Giacometti retrospec- 
tives, which tend to focus solely on 
sculpture produced after World War 
II, this one presents a more balanced 
survey of his entire oeuvre (including 
some remarkable paintings and draw- 
ings). Like all great artists, Giacometti 
felt perfectly free to draw upon art his- 
tory’s disparate sources — notably 
Cycladic idols, cubism, African to- 
tems, neo-impressionism, the works of 
Auguste Rodin, Albrecht Durer and 
Francisco Goya, archaic Greek kouroi 
and ancient Egyptian portraiture — while 
managing to metamorphose them into 
something identifiably his own. 

While the subtle interplay of solid 
and void in ‘‘Three Figures Outdoors”’ 
(1929) initially suggests cubism’s overly 
cerebral fascination with formal prob- 
lems, Giacometti’s grisly scenario is 
suffused with profoundly intense pas- 
sion. From the figures’ gouged and 
gored bronze skins to a pair of phallic 
spikes that savagely pierce and penetrate 
a woman’s trembling body, this sadistic 
image remains as shocking as ever. 

When the word surrealism is bandied 
about, names like Joan Miro or Salvador 
Dali spring to mind. Rarely is Giacometti 
included among them. Yet he was re- 
sponsible for some of the most innovative 
and imaginative works to spring from 
that movement. 

If anything, ‘“‘Woman with Her 
Throat Cut’’ (1932) goes even further 
than ‘‘Three Figures’ in presenting an 
eviscerated woman brutally assaulted. 
Here, she is sprawled across the ground 
after being sliced open to reveal a 
visually exciting, if extremely disturb- 
ing, myriad of organic shapes, includ- 
ing a saber-toothed tiger rib cage, a 
worm-like spinal cord and a surpris- 
ingly delicate flower/hand whose 
petals/fingers fondle a slug/phallus. 

Still, Giacometti could occasionally 
compose a woman unsullied by a male 
assailant. ‘‘Reclining Woman Who 


Dreams”’ (1929), for instance, finds a 
female slowly floating over an out- 
stretched bed. Along with the snow- 
white surfaces, gentle undulations pro- 
duce a pleasant sense of slumber. If her 
spoon-head stems from primitive art, 
the rippling shapes remain surrealist 
reverberations. 

Surprisingly, Giacometti’s work 
gradually evolved from a fulminating 
misogyny to atranscendent art bristling 
with empathy for his fellow humans. 

While I would be the first to agree 
that the San Francisco Museum of 
Modern Art is rarely the ideal space in 
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Giacometti’s 
“Tall Figure’’ 
(1947).

Berkeley Rep's new version of Beckett's classic is short on angst 


WAITING FOR GODOT. By Samuel 
Beckett, directed by Anthony Taccone at 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre, Berk. 
Through Feb. 11th.

FIRST SAW Samuel Beckett’s 
Waiting for Godot when I was in 
high school. It was a college pro- 
duction in suburban Maryland, 
and I don’t remember much ex- 

cept that it seemed interminable and 
grim. Two guys hanging out around a 
tree for hours, bored and depressed 
and waiting for someone who never 
showed up. And never would. 

That idea of Godot as a tedious 
poem about tedium, a voluntary sen- 
tence to theatrical purgatory, has been 
furthered mostly by bad productions 
and critical cavils — and there have 
been a lot of both since the play’s 1953 
debut in Paris. The truth is, it’s hard to 
do justice to Godot — just as it’s hard 
to do justice to King Lear or The Three 
Sisters, or any play that brings us so ex- 
hilaratingly close to what Spanish poet 
Miguel Hernandez called the ‘‘sad and 
joyful hopelessness of being alive.” 
Beckett especially knew that the closer 
we get, the greater the ambiguity. 

Set somewhere and nowhere, in the 
now and the never, about everything- 
ness and nothingness, Godot is decep- 
tively open-ended. Its two tramp pro- 
tagonists, Vladimir and Estragon, can 
be played as brooding philosophers or 
as slapstick vaudevillians. Their 50- 
year relationship might be taken as a 
love story or as a paradigm of a bad 
marriage. And their long, unrequited 
wait for elusive Mr. Godot can suggest 
the utter futility of faith or the inex- 
haustibility of hope. All of this and 
more abides in Beckett’s allegedly 
minimalist script. And in the best possi- 
ble production, all of it would be 
relayed to us by the actors. 

In a new staging by Tony Taccone, 
Berkeley Repertory Theatre treats 
Beckett’s masterwork with utmost deli- 
cacy and respect. This is, from the mo- 
ment you enter the playhouse, a visual- 
ly lovely Godot: The set by Kate 
Edmunds is a great slab of grainy white 
stone, Peter A. Kaczorowski has lit the 
background sky in soft pastels and even

Lydia Tanji’s grungy duds for 
Estragon and Vladimir have a certain 
ragged nattiness. 

There’s a lightness and buoyancy in 
the performances, too. Laurence 
Ballard’s Vladimir has a spring in his 
step and a childlike dreaminess about 
him as he invents ways to endure the 
rigors of time. When a big, shiny paper 
moon rises in the sky, Ballard lifts his 
arms to embrace its ascension with a 
gesture worthy of a Pierrot. He is a 
cosmic tramp more wistful than melan- 
cholic, more accepting of life’s dangers 
than terrorized by them. With his cus- 
tomary intelligence and clarity, Ballard 
sketches a Vladimir who greets the 
world with bittersweet resignation 
rather than raging despair. 

As usual, Estragon plays a whiny 
second fiddle to his partner: He’s the 
one who’s always tired and hungry, 
whose feet always hurt, who wants to 
get a divorce. But actor Peter Silbert 
smooths off the character’s essential 
kvetchiness. He gets all the verbal 
rhythms of the part right, but there’s 
something too bland and aloof about 
him; his misery is too miniature. And 
there’s something missing in his 
smoothly orchestrated repartee with 


Vladimir, too: After 50 years on the 
road, they should get on each other’s 
nerves more, and make up with more 
passion and relief. 

The emotional colors grow bolder 
when Pozzo (Michael McShane) and 
Lucky (Mark Petrakis) enter the scene. 
Here Taccone’s directorial flair with 
comedy comes through, and his ability 
to show us the fear and loathing under- 
neath the slapstick. McShane’s dandy- 
ish hulking master and Petrakis’s 
festering, fright-wigged slave make a 
disturbing pair — as well they should. 
Their tense little power dance keeps 
you wondering: Whois really the slave? 
And who the master? 

When McShane and Petrakis are not 
throwing their weight around, this is in 
some ways too careful, too polite a pro- 
duction. There’s a desperate, carnal an- 
guish in Godot that Taccone leaves 
alone, and the play seems a little too tidy 
without it. But Taccone and his actors 
do give us a rendering that is lucidly 
watchable and listenable, one that ex- 
presses the musicality in Beckett’s dia- 
logue. Though some of the existential 
angst is missing, none of the poetry is. 
And that, in the last analysis, may be the 
more crucial ingredient. (i 
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which to mount a major retrospective, 
the museum’s skylit rotunda and 
Giacometti were made for each other. 
When seen against the rotunda’s blank 
white backdrop, Giacometti’s patheti- 
cally gaunt figures appear as black 
silhouettes on the brink of being 
enveloped by the void. 

Although some art historians admit 
that Giacometti never set out to create 
an existential art per se, anyone looking 
at his sculptures of alienated beings, so 
utterly isolated and immobilized, will un- 
derstand why Giacometti’s name still 
triggers a Pavlovian association with 
existentialism. 

Though painful to ponder, these in- 
credibly thin individuals stir vulnerable 
spots in each of us. Coming face to face 
with them, we humbly watch ourselves 


reflected and refracted through mangled 
bronze mirrors. Because many bear faces 
without features, they appear dis- 
tressingly anonymous, like pulverized 
doubles of everyman and everywoman. 

Standing in the rotunda, Giacometti’s 
ravished sculptures hit you on a purely 
visceral level. Although some are hard- 
ly a finger tall, each contains extremely 
concentrated energy: If small in size, 
they are towers of strength in stature. 
Yet each partially derives its demeanor 
from Valerie Fletcher’s empathetic 
groupings. She has seen to it that no two 
individuals establish eye contact or other- 
wise interact (Giacometti once destroyed 
a pair for precisely this reason). 

Though not always easy to endure, 
Giacometti’s heroic oeuvre houses 
some of the most powerful and poign- 
ant sculpture created this century. Inan 
age where angst is sometimes defined as 
E.T. missing from your local video 
shop, coming into contact with real 
angst remains ariveting experience.

wage-earners among you should ap- 
preciate why, faced with the four-hour, 
27-minute Hotel Terminus: The Life 
and Times of Klaus Barbie and the six- 
hour Little Dorrit two days apart, I 
couldn’t help thinking it might be more 
lucrative to pull a couple of shifts at 
McDonald’s instead. 

Hotel Terminus has inspired knee- 
jerk praise from East Coast critics sym- 
pathetic to its viewpoint and impressed 
by its magnitude, but someone has to 
expose the naked emperor. Marcel 
Ophuls spent five years shooting and 
compiling 120 hours’ worth of material 
about Klaus Barbie, the ‘“‘Butcher of 
Lyon.”’ Editing it down to four and a 
half hours he can’t help but have some: 
good material to show, but surprisingly 
little of it is very effective. 

If you’re writing a term paper on 
World War II, you’ll certainly want to 
see Hotel Terminus; but if you’re not 
already well-informed on the subject 
and anxious to delve deeper, this is not 
a film to motivate the disinterested. If 
you’re seeing it for research purposes it 
will work better on video, where you 
can watch at your own pace, stopping 
and backing up where necessary, as 
when Ophuls fills the screen with titles 
to introduce a new speaker by giving 


you the person’s name, identification 
and a translation of what they are say- 
ing, all flashing by in about five 
seconds. 

In a vain (in both senses of the word) 
attempt to be cinematic, Ophuls re- 
frains from giving us basic information 
in asimple narration or title. Instead he 
will let several people discuss an event 
while the uninformed among us try to 
piece together what happened from 
what they say, as we also try to keep 
track of who the speakers are — and 
there are more than a hundred of them 
in the course of the film. For example, a 
long segment near the beginning is 
devoted to a “‘meeting in Caulaire,”’ 
which resulted in Barbie torturing and 
killing Resistance leader Jean Moulin. 
Rene Hardy is thought for many years 
to have betrayed Moulin. If you don’t 
know this much already, you’ll have a 
hell of a time figuring it out. 

In addition to the hundred or so in- 
terviewees, there must be as many other 
people, famous and obscure, talked 
about; and to confuse things further, 
many of them had aliases — Barbie was 
known as ‘‘Klaus Altmann’”’ during his 
years in Bolivia. Then there are the 
places. . . . Again trying to be cinema- 
tic, Ophuls inserts a shot whenever 
possible of any person, place or thing 
mentioned in conversation. This may 
provide visual variety for those who 
can follow the quadrilingual sound- 
track, but if you’re reading subtitles it’s 
just another distraction. 

While I agree with Ophuls’ basic 
position that Barbie deserves to be 
punished, even four decades after his 
crimes, I don’t agree with the film- 
maker’s methods of presenting it. He 
fancies himself as the prosecutor in the 
court of public opinion, and his tech- 
nique would bethrown out of any other 
court. His attitude suggests: 
® Anyone who won’t talk to him is 
guilty. 

@ Anyone who says they can’t 


remember specifics from 40 years ago is 
lying. 

@ Anyone who doesn’t respond in the 
same language as Ophuls’ question — 
and he’s fluent in French, English and 
German — is being hostile. 

@ Anyone who knew Barbie before or 
after his crimes only as a friend, 
neighbor or relative and won’t declare 
him Evil Incarnate is covering up for 
him. 

Ophuls is so confident of his premise 
that anyone who differs with him for 
the above or other reasons is used as 
comic relief. I couldn’t help feeling 
sorry — not the desired response — for 
some people, even if they had been of- 
ficers in the SS, when Ophuls tries to 
bring his film crew into their homes. 
‘*Whatever happened to human 
rights?’’ one of them asks. It may be 
true that this man is guilty of countless 
unspeakable violations of human 
rights, but he didn’t give up his own 
and his family’s for all time in the pro- 
cess. At times like this Ophuls is no bet- 
ter than Geraldo. 

Some of the most interesting mater- 
ial concerns an international conspir- 
acy to protect Barbie after the war. 
When the U.S. lost interest in Nazis 
and began worrying about commu- 
nists, they used him as an intelligence 
agent and ultimately helped him escape 
to South America when Europe got too 
hot for him. As president of a shipping 
company in Bolivia, he was apparently 
involved with drug trafficking and 
always ready to lend the government a 
hand when they wanted to torture 
political prisoners. 

I’m not looking for a film that 
glorifies Barbie, turning him into 
another ‘‘Freddy Krueger,’ but his 
story can be more effectively told in 
dramatic terms, as was Anne Frank’s. 
Truth may be stranger than fiction, but 
it’s not always as well organized. The 
recent Tras el Cristal, for instance, had 
more emotional impact in less than half 


the time with its story of a former Nazi 
receiving a kinky comeuppance. 

In the opening scene, three billiard 
players discuss Barbie, their former 
schoolmate. One of them says — I 
don’t recall the context — ‘‘With no 
end in sight, they just got bored with 
it.” That’s how I felt at Hotel Inter- 
minable. 


BS HAS accustomed us to seeing 
works like Little Dorrit on the 
home screen, and it will probab- 
ly look better when it eventually 
reaches that destination. The sets and 
costumes are adequate but not as spec- 
tacular as those of most perio epics 
with theatrical ambitions. Theri ies of 
Little Dorrit lie in the performances of 
Derek Jacobi, Alec Guinness and 
about half of British Equity. 

The same story is told from two dif- 
ferent perspectives, one in each three- 
hour segment, a story of lovers kept 
apart for years by a combination of 
bashfulness, class consciousness and 
coincidence. 

In Part I, Nobody’s Fault, Arthur 
Clennam (Jacobi) returns from 20 
years in China to resume his old life in 
England. He is drawn to his mother’s 
young seamstress, Amy Dorrit (Sarah 
Pickering), and devotes much of his 
time to investigating and trying to help 
her and her family. Her father (Guin- 
ness) has been in Marshalsea debtors’ 
prison for some 25 years, ‘‘always a 
gentleman, always proud.’’ After some 
time Big Dorrit comes into an in- 
heritance and takes his family abroad, 
while Clennam’s fortunes fail and he 
winds up in Dorrit’s old room in Mar- 
shalsea, where Amy finds him for a 
happy ending. 

“‘The story must now be seen 
through Little Dorrit’s eyes,’’ we are 
told, so Part II is Little Dorrit’s Story. 
It takes an hour to reach the point 
where Part I began, as we see how Amy 
was born and raised in Marshalsea and 
is ill at ease in the outside world. 

The few meetings between Amy and 
Arthur are shown again with subtle 
variations, while most of the story con- 
cerns almost completely different 
events. The duality might have been 
used to make more of a point than it 
does, but the film is charged with satire 
that applies as easily to Britain today as 
to the last century, when the story is set. 

If you see only one part, you have a 
difficult choice between Jacobi, who 
dominates Part I, and Guinness, more 
prominently featured in Part II. Jacobi 
skillfully elevates humility to a fine art, 
but I preferred Guinness, who sketches 
his character broadly in Part I and 
fleshes him out at leisure in Part II. The 
man’s every move is an acting lesson. 

Pickering is lovely in the title role, 
but very soft-spoken. The sound mix- 
ers do little to compensate when she’s in 
conversation with others, and some im- 
portant lines are lost. 

Most of the remaining 239 speaking 
parts are handled by actors who, with 
relatively little screen time, go for the 
quick impression to register their 
characters. It’s not as vicious as 
American scenery-chewing, but comes 
close at times. Among the most effec- 
tive are Max Wall as Flintwinch, the 
Clennams’ cantankerous gnome of a 
servant; and Miriam Margolyes as 
Flora, Arthur’s old sweetheart, now a 
widow. 

The film — or films, if you prefer — 
were written and directed by Christine 
Edzard, wife of co-producer Richard 
Goodwin. She probably did as well as 
anyone could on a budget of five 
million pounds, but perhaps a theatri- 
cal film of this magnitude shouldn’t 
have been attempted for that amount. 

Toward the end of Little Dorrit’s 
Story Amy’s sister Fanny says, ‘“Good 
gracious me, this must be the most 
wearisome day that ever did dawn upon 
the earth. . . . This must be the longest 
day ever.’’ I didn’t feel quite so strongly 
about it, but I could appreciate the sen- 
timent. a

live-performance punch.

The Dynatones, Shameless 
(Warner Brothers) 

After years of roadwork and a couple of 
decent party records on Rounder that 
didn’t quite capture the live punch, San 
Francisco's premiere rock’n'soul show 
band gets its major-label shot and makes 
damned good. Big Walter, C.C. Miller and 
company are indeed shameless about 
copping the style and licks of '60s R&B 
but this time out they've also copped 
Stax-Volt legend Steve Cropper to add his 
biting guitar licks. Jim Gaines razor-cuts 
the sound into a shape as slick and sharp 
as a perfectly pomaded duck-tail — or the 
stiletto toes of Willie DeVille’s “Italian 
Shoes.” Suddenly the Dynatones are as 
tough on record as they are in person, 
and that's no mean feat. They've reached 
the point where such originals as Miller's 
“Take the Heat" stack up well against the 
always well-chosen covers. And even the 
simple but effective period cover art 
clicks — an invitation to showtime. 


David Lindley & El Rayo-X, Very 
Greasy (Electra) 

Wacko guitar wiz Lindley must have been 
absolutely itchy and twitchy all those 
years he supplied evocative accompani- 
ment for Jackson Browne. On his fifth 
solo album (but only his first domestic 
release since 1982), Lindley stays right 

in the same ragged pocket of quirky 
journeyman rock'n'roll. An idiosyncratic 
world beat pioneer, the unreconstructed 
musical hippie and his funky band don't 
make world-moving, original music, but 
they do apply highly original twists to such 
classics as “‘Do Ya Wanna Dance?" and 
“Papa Was A Rolling Stone,’ and such 
new offbeat tunes as ‘Texas Tango,” 
“Talkin’ to the Wino Too”’ and the brilliant 
album-closer ‘'Tiki Torches at Twilight." 
Only Warren Zevon's “‘Werewolves of 
London,"’ a Lindley concert staple, falls 
short. African, reggae, Mex-Tex, R&B, 
Hawaiian and other influences crop up 
with equally convincing force. Playing 
lead, rhythm, kora, slide, ‘‘slyde,’” 
Hawaiian and slack-key guitars, plus 
bozoukis, Lindley puts his boggling vir- 
tuosity in the service of unrepentently 
upbeat music that is as fun to hear as it 
must have been to make 


Penelope Houston, Birdboys 
(Subterranean) 

As surprising as it may be to hear the 
former Avengers punkette joining the 
latest folk revival, there's something 
peculiarly natural about her shift from 
slashing electric guitars and pounding 
drums to gently chiming acoustic guitars 
and tambourine. It’s the sincerity of 
Houston's voice, here probing (while 
never pressing) themes of romance, 
affection (for “‘Harry Dean"’ Stanton, no 
less) and betrayal. She even takes a 
unique and sweetly convincing stab at the 
traditional “Wild Mountain Thyme." Neo- 
beatnik, Washington Squares-styled in-

strumentation is quickly growing tiresome 
these days, but Houston's band, produced 
cleanly on disc by the late Snakefinger 
(Phillip Lithman), has a fine collective 
touch and adds piano, accordion and 
mandolin for wistful cabaret complexity. 
(Boomers note: Birdboys’ subtlety makes 
a pleasing counterpoint to the exuberance 
of your old We Five album.) 


MU (Reckless) 

This long-missing record from 1971 
doesn't answer the musical question: 
What was it about the Magic Band expe- 
rience that burned out most of its 
members? But it does indicate that Cap- 
tain Beefheart's magic was not necessari- 
ly all the product of the leader's warped 
imagination. Much of the ol’ cap’s genius 
was in incorporating the ideas and skills of 
his bandmates into his own peyote-blues 
vision. Guitarist Jeff Cotton — a.k.a. 
Antennae Jimmy Semens of Mirror Man 
and Trout Mask Replica fame — is one of 
the lost souls of the Beefheart legacy. In 
MU, he joined guitarist Merrell Fank- 
hauser (he wrote ‘‘Wipeout”’), bassist 
Larry Willey and drummer/percussionist 
Randy Wimer for extracurricular psyche- 
delic workouts that took on their own 
charm. Without the frantic Beefheartian 
bitterness and penchant for chaos, MU 
sounds downright amiable. The intricate 
guitar work, especially the slide interplay, 
is always intriguing, and the rhythms, 
while not riotous, stretch the rock concept 
into Afro-jazz territory. Reckless, the 
London-based label with a branch on 
Haight Street in San Francisco, should 
be applauded for unearthing this nug- 

get, which puts most neo-psychedelia 

to shame 


Soft Machine, Live at the Proms 
1970 (Reckless) 

While Robert Wyatt was still stirring up 
unusual rhythmic patterns on his drums, 
Soft Machine was one of the most inter- 
esting art-rock bands experimenting with 
rock and jazz ideas at the dawn of fusion 
This live recording catches the quartet at 
the height of its free-flowing (some would 
say self-indulgent) spontaneity. The mate- 
rial includes ‘‘Ester’s Nosejob”’ from 
Volume Two and “‘Out-Bloody-Rageous”’ 
and “Facelift” from Third. Elton Dean's 
alto and saxello improvisations fall short 
of their '60s free-jazz inspirations and 
Mike Ratledge’s keyboards are some- 
times overbearing. But Wyatt, who left the 
band after one more studio album (Four), 
keeps coming up with quirky skins-and- 
cymbals shapes and colors, bassist Hugh 
Hopper creates strange pulses and throbs 
and the written parts are much livelier 
than a lot of later fuzak exercises. Certain- 
ly soft by comparison to a great jazz en- 
semble like the John Coltrane Quartet or 
the contemporaneous Miles Davis Bitches 
Brew aggregation, the Machine was none- 
theless creatively tuned into itself and 
fans will want to add this missing link to 
their collection. Hi
